Local Farm Bureau 
Helps Circulate 
Annexation Petition 
The Hempstead County Farm 


Bureau at its meeting here 
Thursday night endorsed the 
petition to refer Act 298 of 1971 to 
the voters in the next general 
election. If the petition is suc- 
cessful Act 298 will be killed until 
the November 1972 election—and 
the present Act 65 will continue 
to prevail. 


The Farm Bureau began 


circulating the petition Thursday 
night. I asked the Bureau to 
furnish volunteer supervisors 
who would arrange for cir- 
culating the petitions in various 
parts of the county and turn them 
in to The Star office, where the 
circulator will sign and be 
notarized—and I will pay lOc per 
signature. This is a personal 
donation on my part. 


As I explained in an editorial 


published June 15, this is a battle 
over the laws determining an- 
nexation policies of cities. 
Formerly cities annexed ad- 
jacent property on a single vote 
tabulation, the big city over- 
whelming the few suburbanites. 


But in the 1969 General 


Assembly a reform was made by 
Act 65. This provided that in an 
annexation election the votes of 
city and suburban citizens had to 
be tabulated separately, and 
annexation had to be approved 
by both tabulations before 
becoming effective. Opponents 
called Act 65 "the city killer 
bill." 


These opponents launched a 


counter attack in the 1971 
legislative session and passed 
Act 298 as a repealer for No. 65. 
The effect of Act 298 would be to 
return to the practice of lumping 
city and suburban votes in a 
single tally—and that's what this 
petition is trying to stop: 
Knocking out 298 so that 65 will 
be retained. 


Anyone who believes in fair 


play and voting Justice may get' 
'petition copies at The Star office, 
circulate them, and present 
them to us for payment at Ipc per 
signature. The circulator must 
sign under a notary's oath that 
he circulated the petition per- 
sonally. 


Here are the rules on cir- 


culating a petition: 


1. Only registered citizens are 


eligible to sign. 


2. Each signature must be 


accompanied by address. 


3. Each signature must be 


made individually—that is, a 
husband can not sign for his wife, 
and vice versa. 


4. Signature should be in ink or 


with an indelible pencil or 
ballpoint pen. 


5. Each petition must confine 


its signatories to one county. 


Currently we are circulating 


for Hempstead County citizens. 
Nevada citizens must not sign 
now. 


We will move the petition 


campaign into Nevada County 
within a week, headquartering 
that drive at Prescott. Nevadans 
will sign then.

undertaken." 


Albert, at a news conference 


Thursday, urged Nixon to take 
the American people into his 
confidence and given them 
more information about the 
move toward peace. 


"I think he should be a little 


more specific," Albert said. 
"There is a gap between the 
President's knowledge of where 
he is and where the people 
think he is. I hope a way can 
be found without disturbing ne- 
gotiations of taking the people 
more into his confidence." 


The speaker, who had a pri- 


vate breakfast meeting Monday 
with Nixon, said he came away 
convinced the President's op- 
timism about future success of 
his plan for ending the war is 
well-founded. 


"I don't want to get too deep 


into this," Albert said, "But we 
are getting communications 
from Hanoi, directly and in- 
directly, 
from 
Paris and

Albert would not say whether 


the latest Viet Cong proposal at 
the Paris peace talks—for a si- 
multaneous withdrawal of U.S.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


nation's unemployment rate 
dropped sharply in June to 5.6 
per cent of the labor force, 
even though more than a mil- 
lion more workers lost their 
jobs, the government said to- 
day. 


The Bureau of I^abor Statis- 


tics attributed the sharp decline 
tin the jobless rate to a statis- 
tical quirk. It said the drop 
"may be somewhat overstated" 
because more young workers 
than usual were still in school— 
and not seeking 
work—when 


the unemployment survey was 
taken the 
week 
of June 6 


through June 12. 


Nevertheless, the fall was 


moderately good news for the 
Nixon 
administration, 
which 


has set a goal of reducing 
unemployment to 4.5 per cent 
of the labor force by the middle 
of 1972. 


The Labor Department said 


the number of unemployed per- 
sons climbed 
by 1.1 million 


over May, to 5.5 million last 
month. In May, the unemploy- 
ment rate was 6.2 per cent. 


The department noted the 


unemployment rate usually in- 
creases sharply between May 
and June, but added the rise 
was much less this year as a 
smaller than usual number of 
young people entered the labor 
force at the end of the school 
year. 


By using a statistical method 


of adjusting eunemployment for 
seasonal influences, the depart- 
ment figured the level of unem- 
ployment was down by 530,000. 


It was an inconclusive report 


in terms of \hc economic ex- 
pansion pursued by President 
Nixon in an effort to reduce 
joblessness.

The six-tenths of one per cent 


decrease in unemployment was 
one of the sharpest in this dec- 
ade. It returned the unemploy- 
ment rate to the level of last 
October, when the nation was 
undergoing a strike in the au- 
tomobile industry. 


Most of the decline in unem- 


ployment occurred among teen- 
agers and young adults, the de- 
partment said, with the jobless 
rate for teen-agers dropping 
from 7.3 per cent in May to 15.8 
per cent in June. 


Unemployment among young 


adults fell from 11.1 per cent o 
9.9 per cent. 


For men 25 and over, the job- 


less rate declined from 3.6 per 
cent to 3.3 per cent. For women 
25 and over the rate was down 
from 4.8 per cent to 4.5 per 
cent. 


Total unemployment in June 


declined by 500,000 to 78.4 mil- 
lion, the same level as in 
March, the department said.

Q. My husband is 66, disabled 


and drawing social security. I 
am 57 and have been working. 
Can I draw social security now 
since I have to look after him, 
and cannot work? 


A. No. Unless there are minor 


children at home, a wife must be 
62 to qualify for wife's benefits. 
You also have to be at least 62 to 
qualify for benefits on your own 
record, unless you are disabled. 


Q. As a Federal Government 


employee, I didn't pay social 
security. But I did work part 
time for a number of years in a 
department store at Christmas 
time. Would I be eligible for 
social security benefits on this 
seasonal work? 


A. Your Christmas work could 


qualify you for monthly benefits. 
Call or visit your social security 
office to find out for sure. 


Q. I will be 65 soon and am now 


working only part time. I am 
afraid that I will lose my part- 
time job if my employer finds out 
how old I am. Can I apply for 
monthly social security benefits 
and Medicare 
without my 


present employer finding out? 


A. Yes, you can. When you 


apply for benefits, the people at 
the social security office will ask 
if you mind if they contact your 
present employer about your 
wages for this year. If you do not 
want them to contact him, they 
won't. 


Q. I have been getting monthly 


social security disability benefits 
for the past 2 years. A friend of 
mine has offered me a part-time 
job. I am not sure I could do this 
type of work, but I would like to 
fry it. Would I lose my disability 
benefits if I take it? 


A. No. Under the social 


security 
law, disability 


beneficiaries who work despite 
severe handicaps can continue to 
be paid their monthly benefit 
while they are testing their 
ability to work. However, if you 
should start to work, be sure to 
notify your social security office. 


Q. My 67-year-old husband 


recently had surgery for a 
slipped disc. He will soon be able 
to come home, but the doctor 
says he will need to use a 
wheelchair. Will Medicare help 
pay for a wheelchair? 


A. Yes. The medical insurance 


part of Medicare does help pay 
for the rental or purchase of such 
durable medical equipment as a 
wheelchair when the equipment 
is prescribed by a doctor. 
Whether your husband decides to 
purchase or rent the equipment, 
Medicare 
generally 
makes 


monthly payments and these 
payments are 80 percent of the 
reasonable rental charges.

I also have 
varicose veins and arthritis. 
Should I see a doctor or is 
it one of those things if I 
ignore it it will go away? 


Dear Reader—Yes, I think 


you should see a doctor. The 
burning sensation is prob- 
ably secondary to irritation 
of the nerves. 
Sometimes 


changes in the vertebrae in 
the neck can cause pressure 
on the nerves that go to the 
fingers and cause burning. 
Any point between the spinal 
cord and the hand where 
pressure 
is 
exerted 
can 


cause this type of problem. 
Arthritis of the neck could 
be a cause. Even changes in 
the tendons at the wrist 
(called a carpal tunnel syn- 
drome) can cause it. 


Sleeping habits are some- 


times responsible—the per- 
son who sleeps with the arms 
above the head in such a 
way that the nerves are un- 
der pressure or stretched. 
When iron beds were com- 
mon 
some 
people 
would 


grasp the rods at the head 
of the bed. This would cause 
pressure on blood vessels 
and the nerves to the hand.

and me) is a drag. His 
nickel - and - dime 
business, 


they imply, costs more than 
it's worth. As if to prove it, 
they even slapped a sur- 
charge on small 
transac- 


tions. 


It takes a tough cookie, 


therefore, to maintain that 
dream of "buying a share of 
American 
enterprise," 
as 


the ads used to say back in 
the days when they wanted 
your business. 


But if you are the kind 


that wants to hang in there, 
no matter how slight the ac- 
ceptance, there is a way you 
can do it quite handily. You 
can use Wall Street's Month- 
ly Investment Plan. 


The Monthly 
Investment 


Plan—or MIP, as it's com- 
monly called —was begun 
back in 1954. Its sole purpose 
was to provide a method for 
those of us with little money 
to use some of it to purchase 
stock. 


Until the creation of MIP, 


there was no way you could 
buy less than a single share 
of stock. With such favorites 
as IBM selling for as much 
as $800 per share, this kept 
many of us out of the market 
entirely. 


But MIP changed all that. 


It promised that for as little 
as $40 per quarter, or about 
$13 a month, brokers would 
open an account for us and 
add to it periodically. 


For 
e x a m p l e , 
if you 


wanted 
to 
begin 
buying 


shares of a stock selling at 
about $20 per share, you 
could buy slightly less than 
two shares each quarter if 
you were putting up the min- 
imum sum. 


Why not two full shares? 


Because 
a six per 
cent 


broker's commission, plus a 
small sum to the odd-lot 
dealer, 
would 
likely 
keep 


your $40 from covering the 
full two-share price. 


MIP isn't the best of all 


possible investing plans, but 
it isn't the worst, either. It 
provides the kind of forced 
saving arrangement so many 
of us require. And it does 
provide a way into the stock 
market for those with little 
chance to make it otherwise

of years ago. the New York 
Stock Exchange quit adver- 
tising MIP Declining prices.

NEW YORK-(NEA)-In 


the beginning, Winton M. 
(Red) Blount was not unlike 
every other postmaster gen- 
eral the United States has 
known. His position was a 
political plum, a cabinet ap- 
pointment for services ren- 
dered. President of the U.S 
Chamber of Commerce and 
a man who made millions 
operating an Alabama con- 
struction business, Blount's 
knowledge of the U.S. mails 
centered mostly around his 
ability to lick a stamp. 


The way he tells it, Blount 


received notice of his ap- 
pointment in the traditional 
Nixonian manner — at 
the 


Alabama-Auburn f o o t b a l l 
game in Birmingham after 
the 1968 election. 


"The Post Office Depart- 


ment?" he asked, eyebrows 
arched over a thin, amused 
mouth. "How in the world 
did they think of that?" 


No one is quite sure. May- 


be it was because, at age 25, 
Blount 
started 
with 
four 


pieces of war-surplus 
con- 


struction equipment in Mont- 
gomery and built up a multi- 
million 
d o l l a r 
business. 


(Surely, the Post Office De- 
partment 
could appreciate 


that kind of talent.) Maybe 
it was merely because Vice 
President Agnew would need 
someone with whom to play 
tennis. Whatever the reason, 
Blount moved to Washington 
and spearheaded what has 
become a full-scale postal 
revolution. 


Fourteen days after as- 


suming the role (sic) in 
1969, 
Blount quietly 
sug- 


gested that perhaps service 
in the 32,000 U.S. Post Of- 
fices might be improved if 
politics were removed as a 
consideration in appointing 
postmasters and rural car- 
riers. It was like suggesting 
to M. Rothschild that his 
businesses would fare bet- 
ter if he stopped employing 
his family. Across the na- 
tion, postal pillars shook. But 
it was only the beginning. 


Now the U.S. postal sys- 


tem has undergone its most 
significant reforms s i n c e 
trains took over from the 
Pony Express. As of July 1, 
Blount, 49, is no longer a 
cabinet member, but post- 
master general and chair- 
man of the Board of Gov- 
ernors for the new, corpor- 
ate-style United States Post- 
al System. 


Among other things, re- 


moving the postmaster gen- 
eral from the cabinet allows 
for a continuity of manage- 
ment. In the past, the post 
not only changed with ad- 
ministrations, but frequently 
diiriny administrations. 


"The real title of the of- 


fice should have been politi- 
cal general of the cabinet," 
said a postal service spokes- 
man. "And if politics weren't 
going right, the postmaster 
general was the most dis- 
spensible member 
of 
the 


cabinet." 


There have been 37 presi- 


dents of the United States 
and Blount is the 59th post- 
master general. If he holds 
the office through 1971, he 
will be the longest-running 
postmaster g e n e r a l since 
A r t h u r Summerfield, who 
served eight y e a r s under 
Eisenhower. 


"It already seems like 25 


>ears 
instead 
of just 30 


months," said Blount, smil- 
ing. 


At the moment, you see, 


the revolution is not going so 
well. 


Recently, a convicted mail 


thief 
created considerable 


furor by telling a Senate sub- 
committee it was easy for 
his gang to steal more than 
$100 m i l l i o n 
in loosely 


guarded jewelry, furs and 
securities—and occasionally 
a secret government docu- 
ment—at major 
U.S. air- 


ports. 


Sen. Charles Percy (R-I11.) 


even suggested that perhaps 
the Pentagon papers might 
have been sold to The New 
York Times a f t e r 
being 


stolen from the mails. 


The postal service is fight- 


ing airport theft with a new 
program it calls "Con-Con," 
which 
p r o v i d e s 
armed 


guards for high-value mail 
shipments. There has been 
only one theft since the pro- 
gram was instituted, Blount 
said. 


There are no plans, he 


points out, to separate classi- 
fied 
government 
material 


from other registered mail 
pouches, but there is plenty 
of action elsewhere. 


"We're getting ready to 


announce a set of standards 
by 
which we'll operate," 


Elount said. The mailman's 
motto notwithstanding, this 
has not been done previous- 
ly. 


There's a new bulk deliv- 


ery system that will save 
$8 to 9 million a year; a $100 
million 
research program 


next year; and a new man- 
agement training programs, 
among other things. 


"The 
real 
p r o b l e m , " 


Elount said, "is the short 
fuse of the American pub- 
lic. The post office is no 
panacea—it has to be run by 
people—but 
many 
Ameri- 


cans can't buy this. They 
say, 'You've had this new 
operation 
g o i n g for six 


months, so why the hell 
laven't you fixed it?' 


"Americans don't give the 


post office the credit it de- 
serves. The postal system 
handles 87 billion pieces of 
nail a year. Do you see that 
iven if we were 99.9 per cent 
jerfect, we'd still get 87 mil- 
.ion complaints?" 


Blount is a tall, lean man 


and what remains of the red 
hair that earned his nick- 
name is short and slick. He 
lives in Georgetown with his 
wife 
and 
children. 
Apart 


from his tennis matches with 
the Vice President, he also is 
a skier and a licensed busi- 
'ness jet aircraft pilot. 


A native of Union Springs. 


Ala., he attended Staunton 
(Va.) Military Academy, the 
University of Alabama and 
served 
in the 
Army Air 


Corps in World War II. 


His construction business, 


Blount Brothers, has worked 
on some of the most com- 
plicated 
facilities 
of 
the 


space age, including moon 
rocket launch facilities at 
Cape Kennedy. 


Another brother is running 


the 
business 
in 
Alabama 


while Blount earns $60,000 a 
year as postmaster general. 
It's a considerable cut in 
salary, to be sure, but Blount 
says he doesn't mind.

Men's And Woman's Day

SAIGON (AP) - For all their 


fascinating detail on the origins 
of U.S. involvement in the Viet- 
nam war, the Pentagon Papers 
cast little light on how the war 
has come to where it Is now. In 
the three years since they were 
written, the conflict has under- 
gone radical changes. 


The most important was a re- 


versal of U.S. policy that began 
the withdrawal of American 
combat forces while the Viet- 
namization program imposed a 
greater share of fighting on the 
South Vietnamese. 


Another was the spread of 


open hostilities into Cambodia 
in 1970 and Laos in 1971, geog- 
raphical expansions of the war 
that the Nixon administration 
gambled would also shorten it. 


Despite these sweeping devel- 


opments and the general dis- 
affection of the United States 
with Vietnam, many Vietnam- 
ese and the some Americans in 
Indochina have an unsettling 
sense of repetition about the 
present situation. 


Col. 
David 
Hack worth, 
a 


much-decorated Army 
officer 


with 5% years in Vietnam as 
combat leader and senior ad- 


viser, sees the military situ- 
ation reverting in the next two 
years to where it was in 1963- 
65. The South Vietnamese in 
1965 were losing a battalion a 
week. Hackworth's appraisal is 
that after the allies pull out, 
the Saigon forces will again 
face a bloody and probably los- 
ing battle against a superior 
enemy. 


Apparently beset by some of 


the same fears, President Ngu- 
yen Van Thieu predicts a "ma- 
jor 
confrontation" 
between 


North and South Vietnamese 
forces in late 1972 or early 1973, 
after most allied forces have 
gone. 


Gen. Creighton W. Abrams, 


the U.S. commander in Viet- 
nam, is said to share this view.

houses along Saigon's Tu Do 
Street, some current specula- 
tion has a strong early 1960s 
flavor. It centers on the possi- 
bilities of a political coup be- 
fore the Oct. 3 election or, per- 
haps more likely, .afterward- 
regardless of who wins. 


Serious 
Western 
observers 


tend to discount this kind of po- 
litical talk. The prevailing view 
is that only Thieu has a chance 
to win the election, and that no- 


body has a chance of over- 
throwing him. Even so, the wi- 
sest observers know enough of 
Vietnam's history to concede 
the possibility. 


The

over population has continued 
to increase.

Saigon had relative security 
over 94 per cent of the coun- 
try's 18 million people.

WASHINGTON (AP) - With
